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1 . The indicated allowability of claim 6 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
references to U.S. Patent No. 2,474,304 to Clancy and U.S. Patent No. 5,085,058 to 
Aaron et al. Rejections based on the newly cited references follow. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-5, 7, 8, and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Clancy in view of Aaron et al. Clancy discloses a heat pump type air 
conditioning system Including a first heat exchanger 13, second heat exchanger 14, and 
inner heat exchanger 10. The inner heat exchanger is bypassed during one mode of 
operation. However, Clancy does not disclose the expansion element comprising 
antiparallel bypasses. Aaron et al teaches a heat pump type air refrigeration system in 
which the expansion elements 11-14 comprise antiparallel bypasses 1 1 and 13. Thus, It 
would be obvious to substitute, for the expansion elements 24 of Clancy, expansion 
elements that comprise antiparallel bypasses, as taught in Aaron et al, to yield the 
predictable result of ease of constructing the expansion elements. Also, the type of 
refrigerant used is a matter of obvious choice, as C02 is a common and well known 
type of refrigerant in refrigeration systems, and no criticality or unexpected results are 
seen or have been disclosed for the use of C02 as a refrigerant.
